P e n n T oll* Ills N tory. 
N ew Yokk, Sept. 16.—D. B. Penn 
telegraphs to the newspapers of this 
city: “The North can form no idea of 
the robbery and spoliation to which 
we have been subjected. My move­ 
ment was necessitated by the attitude 
of the people. They demanded it. I 
am now in full possession of the Gov­ 
ernment of the State. The colored 
people are satisfied and contented. A 
strong brigade of colored troops, fully 
organized and armed, are in service. 
The usurpation refused to fire a shot 
in its defence. The most perfect peuce 
and good order prevail. We are thor­ 
oughly loyal to tlie Federal Govern­ 
ment, and in the operations of the last 
two days there have been no excesses 
or violation of law. This Government 
is the only one now in existence in 
Louisiana. 
K ello g g IliNe* to E x p la in . 
New York, Sept. 10.—Gov. Kellogg, 
in a dispatch to the same papers, suys 
that he has, amid all the troubles that 
have beset the State, reduced the rate 
of State and parish taxation, and the 
Legislature lias passed measures for 
the reduction of the State debt and for 
the limitation of the State and city 
debt, and repealed the obnoxious fea­ 
tures of the election and registration 
laws. He claims that his opponents 
were fairly defeated in the last elec­ 
tion, and, knowing that they will bo 
still more in the minority at the next 
election, have precipitated revolution 
and taken forcible possession of the 
State Government. 
Ho concludes: 
“Personally, I have no desire to dis­ 
charge the very onerous and vexatious 
duties of the Government, but I feel it 
a duty I owe to the State and to the 
party to hold 011 until relieved by 
competent authority.

St. L o u is , Sept. 16.—The meeting 
at the Court-house last night to ex­ 
tend congratulations to the people of 
Louisiana on their success in the 
overthow of the Kellogg Government 
was largely attended. Speeches were 
made by General Shields, Col. Rich­ 
ardson, A. J. I*. Gorsche and others. 
The latter was very violent in his re­ 
marks, declaring that if the Federal 
Government interfered in behalf of 
Kellogg, the people of Louisiana 
should resist, and announced his read­ 
iness to go to their assistance.

Yuma, Sept. 16. — A large meteor 
passed through the heavens in a 
northerly direction on Monday night.

An Eastern journal declines to pub­ 
lish the details of the B e e c h e r -T il- 
to n scandal on the ground that It is 
not a religious paper. 


C r o fu tt’s Western World for Sep­ 
tember says: “The Los Angeles H e r ­ 
a ld , one of the largest and best con­ 
ducted weekly papers in the State, has 
come to hand. 
It contains a great 
amount of valuable State news.” 


T h e Oregon Legislature is in ses­ 
sion. Of the parties—Independents, 
Democrats and Republicans—no one 
has a majority, and either one holds a 
balance of power. Party feeling runs 
high, and some warm times are antici­ 
pated. 


The Democrats of Nevada are 
strongly inclined to renominate Gov­ 
ernor Bradley. The old man has 
made a good Governor, and if a can­ 
didate for re-election he will be hard 
to beat. 


T h e Express has reached the con­ 
clusion th at our Common Council 
m ight be surpassed in intelligence by 
a deputation from the State Insane 
Asylum. It is the common habit of 
insanity to imagine everybody else 
insane. The Express seems to have it 
bad. 


T h e Visalia Delta has an article on 
“self” and spins it out a column long. 
Of course it is very thin. 
W hen an 
editor takes himself for a text he 
should remember that he has subject- 
m atter but for a paragraph, unless, 
indeed, he lives in Los Angeles. 


“ V e r d e ,” the Los Angeles corres­ 
pondent of the San Diego Union, in a 
late letter says of the popular candi 
date for Mayor: 
“ Mr. B ea u d r y íb 
one of our most enterprising’ citizens, 
and has done more probably than any 
one citizen to push the city forward, 
and would doubtless make an excellent 
Mayor.” 


A S a n F r a n c i s c o Grand Jury con­ 
cluded that for waylaying a man and 
shooting at him in a crowded street, a 
newspaper publisher committed no 
offense against the law or the public 
safety. 
De Y o u n g should be perm it­ 
ted to practice on the members of that 
Grand Jury until he succeeded in lodg­ 
ing a ball in the body of each one. 


Ouk people are in the habit of swear­ 
ing at the Common Council for not im­ 
proving the streets. W e have no doubt 
the Council has many sins to answer 
for, but that body has much to con­ 
tend against. An idea of how much, 
may be obtained from reading a re­ 
monstrance, together with the names 
of its signers, which we publish in 
another column. 
The Council pro­ 
posed to grade Commercial street, and 
forthwith every property - holder on 
that street, except one or two, sign a 
protest against 
the 
improvement. 
They believe the work “entirely un­ 
necessary for the present.” 


G e o r g e C. G o r h a m wants to be 
Governor of California and he would 
like to take the Gubernatorial chair 
immediately after its vacation by 
Lieutenant Governor P a c h e c o who 
will become Governor after the fourth 
of March next in consequence of Gov­ 
ernor B o o t h assuming his seat in the 
United States Senate. 
G e o r g e is a 
good fellow socially and as good a fel­ 
low politically as thousands who de­ 
nounce 
him corrupt. 
We m ight 
have a less honest man for Governor 
and we could not have a more genial 
gentleman.' W e like G e o r g e . 
He 
was a good fellew in a m iner’s cabin; 
he is a good fellow as Secretary of the 
United States Senate, and he would 
be a good fellow as Governor of our 
State. 


The German School. 


The German school property on 
Main street is so circumscribed that it 
is no longer equal to the demands 
upon it. 
This 
property — lot and 
buildings—has all been donated, and 
it has been kept in repair and the 
school m aintained by the society, 
each member of which pays fifty 
cents per m onth for that purpose. But 
the number of pupils has increased 
until the building is no longer ade­ 
quate and, as the site is not desirable 
for a school, th e society proposes to 
sell the property and use the proceeds 
of the sale in the erection of a larger 
building in a more convenient local­ 
ity. At its meeting on Thursday the 
Council donated the society a lot 011 
the corner of Temple street and Cem­ 
etery Avenue for school purposes, and 
as soon as the Mayor signs the resolu­ 
tion, which we presume he will — 
probably has already—and the deed is 
made out, the Trustees will proceed 
to grade the street and erect on the lot 
a fine two-story school building. The 
grounds will be tastefully set out in 
trees and shrubbery immediately, and 
as soon as the school opens it will be 
supplied with all the implements of 
gym nastic exercises. 
The Trustees 
propose to divide the pupils into two 
classes and emply a German and an 
English teacher, thus teaching both 
languages in the school. This school 
has no connection with the public 
schools of the city; it is m aintained 
by the private subscriptions of citi­ 
zens who, while paying their pro rata 
of the school tax, prefer to send their 
children to a private school. On the 
lot donated by the Council the Trus­ 
tees will erect a building 011 which 
will be taught hundreds of children 
free of all expense to the city. 


How the City is Divided. 


At its meeting on Thursday the 
Council re-districted the city, and did 
it in such a way as to be unsatisfac­ 
tory to the residents generally. The 
city is now divided into three slices, 
running east and west. An idea of the 
Wards may be obtained from the an­ 
nexed diagram:

The line dividing the First and Sec­ 
ond W ards strikes Downey Block at 
the intersection of Commercial and 
Main streets, and goes through the 
block by means of an im aginary pass­ 
age to Sand street,thence to the western 
lim its of the city. A portion of the 
inhabitants of Downey block will 
never know in which W ard they re­ 
side. 
All the cemeteries, all the 
swamp land and all of “ Sonora,” are 
in the First W ard. Nearly the entire 
native California vote of the city is in 
this W ard. The division is a bad one 
for several reasons. Each W ard elects 
an equal number of Councilmen, and 
this division deprives the Third W ard 
which is growing more rapidly than 
any other portion of the city, of a fair 
representation. The disproportion of 
the W ards is marked now and will 
grow still greater in a very short time. 
The plan of throwing all the Mexican 
vote into one W ard is not calculated to 
advance the best interests of the en­ 
tire city. 
The Spanish - American 
and the American population are gov­ 
erned by the same laws and ordin­ 
ances, and it should be the purpose 
of 
those 
who 
district 
the city 
to 
place 
in 
proportionate 
ratio 
the two classes in each W ard, rather 
than to colonize them in W ards by 
themselves and thereby aid in foster­ 
ing and m aintaining sectional feel­ 
ing. In our opinion the plan of divid­ 
ing the city into W ards submitted by 
Mr. B ea u d r y would have been much 
more satisfactory had it been adopted. 
He divided the city into three W ards 
by commencing at a point in the cen­ 
ter of the intersection of Spring and 
Fourth streets and running northerly 
through Spring to its intersection 
with 
Main street, thence through 
Main street to its junction with Ala­ 
meda street, thence northerly to the 
city limits. The area East of this line 
to the city limits to constitute the 
First W ard; that W est to the city 
lim its 
to 
constitute 
the 
Second 
Ward, and all South of the center of 
Fouth street extending East and West 
to the city lim its to comprise the 
Third W ard. The following diagram 
will explain Mr. 
B e a u d r y ’s plan: 
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It will be seen at a glance that had 
Mr. 
B e a u d r y ’s 
suggestion 
been 
adopted the city would have been 
more equally divided both in terri­ 
tory, population and intelligence and 
it is to be regretted th a t the Council 
could not be induced to do a piece of 
work now which will have to be done 
sooner or later. 


A p a r t y of gentlemen just arrived 
from Panam int say they do not believe 
the squad of Chinamen sent out by 
the S t e w a r t party will be perm itted 
to commence work. There are several 
hundred white men in the district, 
and up to this time not a single Chi­ 
naman has made his appearance there. 
We trust no unlawful act will trans­ 
pire. Violence and persecution are the 
poorest possible remedies to apply in 
such cases. 


HIGH PRICE OF LAND. 


S o m e O b s e r v a tio n s n u tl R e m a r k s M a d e 
b y O n e w b o T r a v e ls w i t h H is E y e s 
O p e n . 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : The fame of L os 
Angeles county as a health resort and 
semi-tropical fruit producing country, 
has spread far and wide. The impres­ 
sion created abroad is favorable to the 
general growth and prosperity of our 
county. But an qnfavorable impres­ 
sion is being created against us by the 
numerous seekers of land for homes 
who have gone away to buy some­ 
where else. 
There is a general dissatisfaction 
expressed by visitors in regard to the 
high price of lands in this county. 
I 
know of parties who have lands upon 
which not a particle of water -can be 
had without sinking wells, who are 
asking exorbitant prices. There are 
others who bought land a year ago for 
a mere trifle, who are now asking an 
advance of three hundred per cent. 
There can be no doubt but that this 
inflation of land prices—this sort of 
mania for getting all that can be ob­ 
tained from the stranger—is a suicidal 
policy. It has a tendency to create the 
impression that our land-owners are 
land-sharks and money-grabbers. The 
result is that m ultitudes of strangers 
in search of homes are driven away to 
seek homes in other parts of the State, 
where the price of land is within the 
reach of their means. I know of 
m any who have recently came here 
with money in their pockets for the 
purpose of purchasing homes, but in 
consequence of what they considered 
exorbitant prices went to the adjoin­ 
ing county and bought lands at less 
than one-half of the price that they 
Were asked here for sim ilar land. 
I 
fear that our land-owners are short­ 
sighted in not selling at lower figures; 
for by selling their land to the stranger 
and keeping him here, the money is 
put into circulation, our taxes will be 


lessened, ami our resources developed. 
The policy now pursued will not only 
drive purchasers with their money 
away, but will augm ent the popula­ 
tion of other counties and enrich their 
people.
